FEDERAL MEASURES DEFEATED 
NATIONAL SCIENCE FOUNDATION 


1850, bill establish the National Science 
dation promote and support research the 
sciences well medicine, public health, and allied 
fields, was defeated the House Committee Inter. 
state and Foreign Commerce after passage the 
Senate. 


CANCER CURE AND PREVENTION 


Two identical bills for the cure and prevention 
eancer (H. 4502 and 1875) were reported favor. 
ably committees both branches Congress, but 
the proposal was defeated the House. arguments 
against the bill was stated that there evidence 
that the $100,000,000 project would successful and 
that additional research, needed, should carried 
through the Public Health Service. 


SOCIAL PROTECTION 


Senate Bill 1779 authorize the Federal Security 
Administrator continue assist the States matters 
relating the prevention prostitution, the elimina- 
tion conditions contributing sex delinquency, and 
the provision services for the rehabilitation sex 
delinquents was passed the Senate but defeated 
the House. 

Arguments against the bill were that these are prob- 
lems the States and local communities rather than 
National problem and that the existing local laws and 
administrative machinery are adequate deal with the 
problems. was also argued that the bill provided for 
the creation another Federal bureau and represented 
attempt perpetuate wartime agency. 


KINGS COUNTY APPOINTS FULL-TIME 
HEALTH OFFICER 


Effective July 27th, Dr. Charles Hedges was ap- 
pointed full-time health officer Kings County. Dr. 
Hedges came California from the State Health De- 
partment West Virginia.

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HELP FOR THE HARD-OF-HEARING CHILD 


CRIPPLED CHILDREN’S ACT PROVIDES HEARING CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


Hearing Conservation Specialist, Bureau Maternal and Child Health 


Impaired hearing crippling condition that af- 
fects per cent the school children the United 
States, according hearing survey 1,079,168 pupils 
States during one school year.* The handicap 
one that affects the hard-of-hearing child socially and 
psychologically, and because the impairment fre- 
quently progressive, often affects him economically 

Recognition and treatment crippling conditions 
are needed early childhood prevent feelings in- 
adequacy and emotional conflicts and help avoid 
difficulties school that result the repetition 
grades. this way, much defective hearing can pre- 
vented and the maladjustments that constitute trage- 
dies the lives many the hard-of-hearing can 
overcome greatly lessened. 


CALIFORNIA PROGRAM 


hearing conservation, societies for the hard-of-hear- 
ing and other interested organizations, legislation 
was enacted California 1943 directing the State 
Departments Public Health and Education de- 
velop state-wide program hearing conservation for 
acoustically handicapped children, and providing 
appropriation for this purpose. 

The aims the hearing conservation program 


find hard-of-hearing children. 


provide otological diagnostic services for chil- 
dren with hearing defects determine the cause 
hearing loss and make recommendations for 
indicated medical treatment and special education. 


follow through recommendations for medi- 
treatment and for hearing aids, providing such 
services for those whose parents are unable 
afford them. 


the State Department Public Health dele- 
gated the responsibility for the preventive and medical 
aspects the program, namely: seek out hard-of- 
hearing children through standardized testing pro- 
gram, stimulate the establishment otological diag- 
nostic services, and arrange for adequate medical 
treatment where necessary. The department coordinates 
the medical, public health nursing, and social aspects 
hearing conservation. works with the organiza- 
tions and agencies concerned, particularly with the

State Department Education referring 
acoustically handicapped children for special educa- 
tion, such lip reading, speech correction, auricular 
training, guidance, and vocational rehabilitation. 

The Legislature created two positions—one the 
State Department Public Health for hearing con- 
servation specialist and the other the State Depart- 
ment Education for consultant the education 
the hard-of-hearing. Since most handicapped children 
progress better and are happier when they associate 
freely with normal children, cooperative effort being 
made the State Departments Health and 
tion assist the hard-of-hearing child that can 
attend school with normal children. 

The Ear, Nose, and Throat Section the California 
Medical Association was called upon assist estab- 
lishing the hearing conservation program. advisory 
committee was appointed the association advise 
standards for otological services and 
qualifications for otologists who participate the 
program. 

Since the administrative definition handicapped 
child under the State’s crippled children’s program 
the child with impaired hearing, needed cor- 
rective care can made available. 


CASE-FINDING PROGRAM 


Thus far, the organized case-finding program has 
served children school age only, but there great 
interest the child preschool age and planned 
exploit all possibilities for case-finding among this 
group time goes on. 

assist the establishment better standards 
and audiometer testing the public 
schools, legislation was enacted 1945 requiring that 
persons testing the hearing school children certifi- 
advisory committee appointed the department assists 
establishing qualifications for school audiometrists 
and recommending courses for their training. 

order certified school audiometrists, can- 
didates must have had least two years’ successful 
experience audiometry the public schools must 
show evidence having satisfactorily completed 
approved course audiometry. 

Two methods case-finding through audiometer 
testing have been followed the State 


Phonograph Audiometer Screen the 
school population too large permit individual test- 
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ing, where electric current not available, the phono- 
graph audiometer accepted means screening 
out children with defective hearing. There are few 
advantages this method but the incidence error 
and the possibilities overlooking certain types 
hearing defects are considerable. 

Absolute quiet the testing situation must main- 
tained order gain fairly accurate results, and care- 
ful correction the score sheet necessary even 
though child completes the test ‘‘satisfactorily.’’ The 
record made this screening is, means, final. 
Each child who fails the initial test must retested 
eliminate possible errors caused psychological fac- 
tors, mechanical defects the instrument, extrane- 
ous noise. Further, pure-tone ‘‘discrete 
test must made the child’s hearing before 
with defective hearing. 


with the Pure-tone Audiometer.— 
The most acceptable method screening out children 
with impaired hearing the ‘‘sweep-check’’ method 
with the pure-tone audiometer. setting the volume 
the audiometer decibels very quiet room 
decibels quiet room, children may screened 
out individually through the entire frequency range 
the audiometer. Approximately children hour can 
screened this way. 

The following criteria for the referral children 
the otological diagnostic clinic have been established 


frequencies. 


Loss hearing decibels more any one 
frequency. 


‘‘Common sense’’ referral—a mild loss hearing 
with evidence pathological condition which 
may require otological treatment. 


Children who meet the first second these criteria 
are retested determine their threshold hearing. 

addition referral through mass testing 
schools, individual referrals the health department 
the public health nurse are made physicians and 
welfare workers, the person the local area re- 
sponsible for organizing the local case-finding program. 

General medical examinations are given the health 
department staff the school private physician 
before referral the clinic. 


OTOLOGICAL DIAGNOSTIC SERVICES 


The selection otologists participate the pro- 
gram based upon recommendations the medical 
advisory committee. Only qualified otologists are 
selected. 


counties with organized crippled childrens’ pro. 
grams, otological diagnostic are being established 
for the purpose examining children located through 
the case-finding program. These services are being 
organized along the same lines other crippled chil- 
dren’s diagnostic services. several places the local 
health department with the assistance the State 
partment Public Health establishes the 
Where there local health department, are 
being organized with the assistance health and school 
personnel. Diagnostic have been are being 
established the following counties Alameda, Contra 
Costa, Humboldt, Los Angeles, Riverside, Sacramento, 
San Diego, Santa Barbara, Solano, Sonoma, Sutter. 
Yuba, Trinity, and Ventura. 

The State Department Public Health pays for the 
services qualified otologists who conduct the diag. 
nostic under Crippled Children Services. Where 
otologists are not available area, attempt 
made bring diagnostic facilities arrange 
take the children nearby clinic otologist’s 

The public health nurse responsible for arranging 
for clinies, for getting parents accompany the child 
the clinic and for the follow-up. All information per- 
taining the child—his history, school achievement, 
and the final pure-tone audiogram—must completed 
prior the examination. Parents must present 
witness the examination and hear the recommendations 
the otologist. The nurse will interpret the findings 
the parent, urge that the services specialist 
obtained carrying out the recommendations, and 
make necessary arrangements for referring the case 
Crippled Children’s Services instances where the 
parents need help arranging for medical treatment. 

Even when the results the final test the 
indicate hearing loss, retests all children examined 
check the condition the child’s hearing. 

the hearing loss indicated the case-finding pro- 
gram confirmed the diagnostic examination, the 
child registered with the local and State health de- 
partments. 


REFERRAL FOR TREATMENT 


The exact procedure for referral for treatment 
pends some extent the administration the 
children’s program the community. Usually 
the local health department health nurse 
cepts the registration the child and routes the family 
the agency responsible for working out treatment 
plans with the family. 

Criteria for referral involve 


Medical eligibility—A child with 
audiometer test revealing loss decibels 


any two frequencies from 128 8,192 cycles, 
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loss decibels any one frequency. 

child with mild loss hearing (less than 
decibels) but with existing pathological conditions 
which might lead more severe impairment 
hearing, i.e., chronic otitis media, chronic blockage 
the Eustachian tubes, ete. 


Financial eligibility—A child whose parents 
guardians are unable whole part provide 
specialists’ services from their own resources. 
general this eligibility established when the 
family can not afford such care without materially 
altering its standard living. Eligibility will 
determined each community the agency 
which has been designated the board super- 
visors responsible for the operation the 
crippled children’s program. This may either 
the health department the welfare department. 
The local crippled children’s agency will have the 
responsibility for working out with the family the 
treatment plans for the child’s care. 


Residence requirement—The physical presence 
the family the county with intent reside there 
establishes residence under the Crippled Chil- 
dren’s Act. 


TREATMENT 


The treatment includes such procedures the otol- 
ogist finds necessary: adenoidectomy 
radium treatment treatment for sinus 
infection, for chronic otitis media, for nasal fractures 
and the fitting hearing aids. Hearing aids are recom- 
mended the otologist the basis hearing loss, 
prognosis, school achievement, special adjustment. 

Plans for treatment meet the standards the crip- 
pled children’s program. These require that all care 
given qualified specialists. Such care provided 
within the local community adequate facilities and 
services are available, may provided facilities 
outside the county through cooperative planning with 
the State Crippled Children Services. 

The local crippled children’s agency and the State 
Crippled Children Services the Bureau Maternal 
and Child Health will assist working out plans 
accordance with the policies the program. 

study will made all cases which are examined 
the otological determine the 
various types nose and throat conditions, their rela- 
tion hearing, and the results obtained through early 
medica! treatment. Yearly audiometric tests and exami- 
nations will made ascertain the nature hearing 
defects, progressive, stationary, and remedial. This 
study will take several years complete and will re- 
quire the utmost cooperation the part all persons 
concerned with case-finding, diagnosis, and treatment. 

The preventable nature certain types deafness 
will emphasized, and the fact will stressed that the 
family, the schools, and the community must share the 
responsibility for taking preventive measures. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 


Special education vital the acoustically handi- 
capped child and integral part the hearing con- 
servation program. method bridging the gap 
between the case-finding-medical program and the 
educational program has been established whereby all 
children examined otological diagnostic are 
referred name and school the consultant educa- 
tion the hard-of-hearing. this way the educational 
need, whether adjustment the classroom, lip 
reading instruction, auricular training, speech correc- 
tion, guidance, called the attention local 
school administrators. cooperative program this 
type will ultimately eliminate many the difficulties 
that children with impaired hearing frequency have 
school achievement and social 

Through the cooperation the State Departments 
Public Health and Education information pertaining 
the education hard-of-hearing children being 
disseminated secure support for the total program. 
Among those are: physicians, parents, de- 
partments health and education; boards super- 
visors school administrators, teachers, and nurses and 
private agencies whose work relates the health, edu- 
welfare the acoustically handicapped. 

hearing conservation program will succeed only 
through the combined efforts all interested agencies. 
The children for whom the program was created will 
benefit proportion the cooperating agencies estab- 
lish mutual confidence and understanding.

From January through June, 1946, there were 1,757 
deaths due motor vehicle accidents compared with 
1,448 deaths during the same period 1945 and 
year median 1,225. 


CHILD LABOR ORDER 


Under the Fair Labor Standards Act, regulations 
may issued the Children’s Bureau prohibiting 
the employment minors under years age haz 
ardous occupations. The regulations are limited em- 
ployees producers, manufacturers, dealers who 
ship deliver goods for shipment interstate 
foreign commerce. Hazardous Occupation Order 
issued the Children’s Bureau and effective Septem- 
ber 1946, declares hazardous work involved the 
operation power-driven hoisting apparatus includes 
elevators, cranes, derricks, hoists, and high lift trucks.

RABIES PROBLEM CONTINUES

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FEDERAL FUNDS MADE AVAILABLE FOR 
HOSPITALS AND HEALTH CENTERS 


The Hospital Survey and Construction Act (S. 191) 
has been signed the President and will make avail- 
able the States $75,000,000 year over five-year 
period for the construction and replacement hospital 
and health center facilities. 

Under the terms the act, States and localities are 
required match Federal grants the basis one- 
third Federal funds and two-thirds local funds. 
estimated that about per cent existing needs the 
States for hospital and health centers can met 
this program during the next five years. 

Federal administration the act the Pub- 
Health Service. provided recent California 
legislation, administration this State the State 
Department Public Health. Allocation Federal 
funds limited publicly owned and other nonprofit 
hospitals and publicly owned health.centers. 

Since California better off than many other States 
hospital and health center facilities, this State will 
receive smaller proportion funds under the act 
which provides that allocation will the basis 
need. survey present hospital facilities Califor- 
nia being made the State Department Public 
Health. 

Lack hospital and health center facilities major 
defect the National health program. estimated 
that cost providing beds and facilities now needed 
throughout the Nation would $3,939,655,000, 
which $3,051,007,000 for new beds and $888,648,000 
for replacement purposes. Under the Hospital Survey 
and Construction Act, $1,125,000,000 would made 
available during the next five years, which $375,000,- 
000 would from Federal funds. 


Estimates specific facilities needed Nationally are 


General hospitals: 168,579 additional beds bring 
the ratio beds per 1,000 population. addition, 
83,889 beds obsolete facilities must replaced. 


Tuberculosis hospitals: 65,189 additional beds 
bring the ratio beds for each annual death from 
tuberculosis. addition, 17,313 beds are needed 
replace obsolete facilities. 


Mental 208,963 additional beds based 
ratio beds for nervous and mental disease per 1,000 
population. The number beds which need replace- 
ment 99,583. 


Chronic disease 270,173 additional beds 
the basis beds per 1,000 population. 


Public health centers: Approximately 4,503 public 
health centers the basis one center per 30,000 
The number actually needed under the 


terms the act somewhat higher since the act sets 
higher limit one health center per 20,000 population 
sparsely settled States having less than persons 
per square mile. 

Equally important the number facilities, their 
distribution and the establishment relationships 
planned basis that people rural areas, which can 
not support hospitals that give more than limited serv- 
ice, have ready access through local hospitals the 
more complete services larger general hospitals, 
special hospitals, and medical centers. The development 
California such planned network services 
one the purposes the hospital survey which now 
being conducted.

LOCAL HOSPITAL DISTRICT LAW 
(Opinion No. 46-153) 


State Senator Jesse Mayo, Angels Camp, re- 
quested opinion whether there could inserted 
petition for the formation local hospital district 
the requirement that the board directors the dis- 
trict maintain ‘‘open hospital—that is, 
hospital which admits for practice any licensed physi- 
cian and surgeon.

VETERANS’ BENEFITS USPHS OFFICERS 

(Opinion No. 46-214) 

Opinion was requested the Department Vet- 
erans’ Affairs relative the eligibility members 
the Public Health Service for veterans’ benefits 
under the laws California. 

The Attorney General says: 


our opinion that, generally speaking, the 
commissioned corps the Public Health Service who 
served during World War are entitled the same 
benefits under our State laws are other members 
the armed forces. There are enlisted personnel 
the Public Health Service. 

Order No. 9575, dated June 21, 1945, 
declares the commissioned corps the Public Health 
Service military service and branch the 
land and naval forces the United States during the 
period the present war, and subject the 
Articles for the Government the Navy the same 
manner and the same extent commissioned 
officers the Navy under like circumstances. 

executive order based upon the Public 
Health Service Act 1944 (58 Stat. 691), which 


authorizes full military benefits for 
officers the Public Health Service duty 
the Army, Navy, and Coast Guard, and makes 
members the military forces the duration 
the present war, with the same status, benefits, 
cipline, and obligations members the 
branches the military establishment.
